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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-21, 23-46, 48-71 and 73-75 are allowed. 
The following is a statement of reasons for allowance: 

As for independent claims 1,16, 26, 41, 51 and 66 they recite a method, device 
and computer software product for speech synthesis. Prior art such as Itoh and Aso 
show similar methods, devices and computer software products but fails to teach the 
recited steps of processing a selected sequence of feature vectors to generate a 
concatenated output series in the frequency domain and using the series to compute a 
series of complex line spectra of the output signal, in order to reconstruct the output 
speech signal. 

Dependent claims 2-15, 17-21, 23-25, 27-40, 42-46, 48-50, 52-65, 67-71 and 73- 
75, are allowed because they further limit their parent claims.
